At the 
outset of the case Mr. Muskett announced that no further 
evidence would be offered against Skeggs and Gray, and 
they were discharged. He also said, after consideration, 
it had*been decided to ask the magistrate to deal with 
Elliott and Smith under the Preventionvof Crimes Act, 
which concerned persons who had been previously convicted 
and were believed to be gaining a dishonest living within 
seven years of the expiration of their sentence. After 
further evidence, Mr. Denman sentenced the prisoners to 
twelve months’ imprisonment hard labour ench as being 
convicted persons getting a dishonest livelihood, 


Sole Survivor's Thrilling Story.—There was 
admitted to the Cardiff Sailors’ Home lust week a man 
named Israel Harding, who told a stirring story of ship- 
wreck. He stated that he was the sole.survivor of the 
steam-ship Magnolia, which, early in November, when 
bound from Brazil to Bergen, struck a submerged rock 
off the Faroe Islands. Some:of his shipmates escaped 
in. one of the boats, leaving him with the captain, 
the latter's wife, and the remaining seven of the crew 
on board. For two and a half days they were without 
food, drink, or sleep. Оп the third day the captain, 
together with his wife and:the crew, took to the other 
boat, leaving Harding aboard with his Newfoundland dog. 
The boat was swamped in sight of the ship, and Harding 
states that, despite his efforts to save his comrades, they 
were all drowned. On the following day the Magnolia 
broke up, and Harding:dived into the sea, followed by his 
dog. After swimming about for some time, he says he 
managed to catch a heavy spar. The dog also gripped it, 
and a few hours later they were sighted and picked up by 
a trawler, which conveyed them to Hull, 


Policeman-Burglar Gets Ten Years.—Pleading 
guilty to six charges of burglary, George Martin, aged forty- 
two, a constable in the Liverpool City police force, was sen- 
tenced by Mr: Justice Ridley to ten years’ penal servitude. 
Martin had been іп the-force for seventeen years, and. had 
agoodcheracter. Being detailed to watch houses whose occu- 
pants had given notice to the police before going away on 
their summer holidays, Martin gained an entrance at 
night by means of duplicate keys, over two hundred 
of. which were found in his possession. In this 
manner he stole proj^rty value £1500. Most of the 
booty was pawned by his wife, who, it was stated, was 
under his influence. - At one establishment. an Indian 
shawl worth £120 was pledged for т», 6d, Martin took all 
the blame upon himself and exonerated his wife. 


A Fox in a Workhouse.—During a hunt at 
Allington a fine fox ran into the infirmary yard of South 
Stoneham Union workhouse, jumped through « window, 
and landed on the bed of a paralysed man. ‘Then a 
wardsman took off his coat, seized a poker, hit the fox on 
the head, and so ended its troubles. 


The Aldershot Murder. At the Winchester 
Assize Court, before Mr. Justice Wills, Privates Brown 
and Dunbar, of the Royal Scots Fusiliers, and Thomas 
Cowdrey, a labourer, were tried for the murder of Esther 
Atkins at Aldershot on the night of Oct. 6. The hearing 
lasted four days, and after a lengthy deliberation the jury 
found Brown and Cowdrey guilty and Dunbar not guilty, 
the evidence against him being insufficient. He was there- 
fore discharged. The Judge, in passing,sentence of death 
on Brown and Cowdrey, quus under the stress of great 
emotion.

I have been hearing a great denl about an 
article whichtappeared recently in the Saturday 
Review from the pen of Mrs. Flora Annie Steel, 
the well-known novelist, upon the subject 
of the 

Education of Girls 


in Board schools. It is the technical education 
principally that she finds fault with, and I think 
with her that it is capable of improvement. Her 
argument is that technical training cannot be 


given properly in the ordinary schools of the 
Board. ‘lhe present arrangement is that, at the 
age of eleven—that is, three years before the girls 
leave school—the pupils go through a course of 
training on domestic service—that is to say, they 
are taught laundry work, cookery, and house- 
wifery. This is all very well as far as it goes, 
but it does not go far enough. How can such 
training be anything but superficial when half 
а day a week is all the time that is devoted to 
those useful branches of knowledge? In fact, all 
experts are agreed that in this plan lies the great 
defect in the technical training of girls. My 
opinion has been always that not enough really 


useful knowledge has, up to the present 
time, been taught to girls, or boys for 
that matter, in Board schools. It would 


be wiser, from every point of view, to devote 
the half-day once a week to languages and 
music, and a portion of every day to the 
technical training which should be of service 
to girls throughout their lives. Why teach 
French and music at all to girls who intend 
to go out as,domestic servants? And the 
strongest condemnation of the present system 
lies in the fact that it is very difficult indeed 
to find a good cook, ог a girl who knows 
anything nbout housework. Who are the 
teachers who train girls once a week to be 
house - parlourmaids? Do they know them- 
selves anything about waiting at table, as it 
is done iu a family of gentlefolk, or how

and washhand stand should be kept? If pupils 
are properly taught in these schools, how is it, I 
ask again, that a girl who has never been ous 
before knows nothing of her work when sue 
enters a family as house or parlourmaid, or 
both combined? On paper, the course of instruc- 
tion is excellent. See the following extract 
from the regulations— : 

The instruction given will be of a character 
adapted to the circumstances of workmen's 
homes, and in the case, of cookery, needlework, 
dressmaking, millinery, laundry - work, and 
housewifery, will be given in courses of twelve 
or more lessons, where possible of two hours, but 
in no case of less than one and a half hours each. 


Cookery and Laundry- Work 


will be taught as a rule in practice lessons alter- 
nating with demonstrations. In needlework, 
dressmaking, and housewifery practical work 
will be done by the pupils at each lesson. 
Hygiene, sick-nursing, ** first aid," and the care 
and management of infants will be taught in 
courses of six lectures, each lecture lasting about 
one hour, and to be followed by discussion or 
practical work. 

The poorer class of girls who attend these 
technical lectures have very rarely an outfit 
which would enable them to take a good situ- 
ation, no matter how well they had been

A correspondent writes to ask me if I ean tell 
her what lias become of the lady guides who at 
one time conld be hired to take, parties about 
sight-seeing in London or to execute commis- 
sions for country ladies, or fetch girls from 
school, or take them to school each morning. 
I think the Lady Guides Association was dis- 
banded long ago; at least, I have not heard 
anything of it or them for years. ‘They did not 
get employment enough, I fancy. There are lazy 
couriers who take lady travellers abroad and do all 
the talking for them, and look after their interests 
in hotels and pensions. A girl or woman who 
wishes to take up this profession must know 
nt least three foreign languages well, and speak 
them finently.. These languages are French, 
German, and Italian. She must kuow intim- 
ately her British and Continental Bradshaw, 
and a)l the routes by which any place far or 
near can be reached. She must be well versed 
in all places of interest abroad. In fact, she 
must be all-round intelligent. ‘The rate of pay 
is one guinen a week, and all travelling and other 
expenses paid.. For a strong woman the post 
is an agreeable one: no one. who is delicate 
shouid attempt to fill: it.

CORRESPONDENT hoving asked me for par- 
ticulars of a plant not quite so large ав a palm, but 
which is fit to take a ‘pes атор. ће best class of 
house-plants, I can recommend the Grevillea or silver 
oak-tree. It is very beautiful, and quité unlike 
any other plant, being particularly adapted to culture in 
the living-room. "Again, anyone'can grow it. The'principal 
characteristic of the Grevillea is its large, finely cut foliage, 
which gives it a fern-like appearance. If you.would fully 
appreciate the beauty of it, you should compare it with the 
heavy foliage of palms and ficuses. Then its delicacy and 
lightness come out most effectively. It is of rapid growth. 
A year-old: plant yal soul. have- become quite a tree. 
It grows in upright manner without training. If you want 
it to form ? head, nip off the top of the stalk when it has 
grown to the height you desire. This will cause branches 
to start. Leave five. or six near the “top and none 
below. When ‘these have grown to be 6 іп. or 7 in. 
long give their ends a nipping. This will cause them 
to put out branches, and the first know you will 
have secured the foundation for a substantial “ head” to 
the tree you propose to make of your plant.

American Blight. 
This inseet is making enormous progress in the fruit- 


growing districts of country, says a writer in the 
Market Gardener, - Wherever we go we this pet 
in evidence. It is not, however, confined to the 


strongl, 

trees of the market*grower, but is to be found in plenty 
both in private places and in'the fruit grounds of some 
pus institutions that are oppose to be teaching and 
ending in the horticultural world. We know it is a most 
difficult pest to deal with, and unless it is taken in hand 
with a firm determination to overcome its power for evil it 
will never be eradicated. The habits of the pest somewhat 
resemble the phylloxera (vine louse), in that it not only 
attacks the plant above ground, but is also found in ah 
altered form upon the roots, This being so, it is small 
wonder that‘those who have only attacked the insect ол 
the branches have been but partially successful. Growers 
who really mean to'take this trouble in hand this season 
ae not only dress the trees above ground, but the roots 
also, 


Broccoli. 


The time has arrived when all good growers of this 
vegetable—more especially in the Northemn.and Midiani 
counties—will be protecting the erop from severe frost« 
should they come. This is done in the old-fashioned 
way by heeling the plants over with their heads to the 
north. If the rows of plants range east and west this is « 
pec, any ee bad easy matter to accomplish. The work is 
ea done by opening out a spit of soil along the back or 
north'side of the outside or north row. The trench made 
should be about 6 in. away from the stems of the planis, 
and the soil taken out should be laid up on the outer edge 
of the trench. Then опе man should go along between the 
row of broccoli and insert the spade 8 in. or.so from the 
base of the plant on*the other side, and by pushing the 
handle of the spade towards the north the plants will 
have their'heads inclined that way and be made to 
recline on the bark or ridge on the other side, The next 
man following will dig the trench for the next row, 
putting the soil over the stems of the plants laid over. 
Another will follow in the next row, heeling it over on to 
the first row and so on until all the patch, whether quart. v 
acre or ten acres, is finished. By this method the stems 
are from severe frosts, and later on, when the 
heads'appear, these being inclined to the north, they ace 
secure from the action of the sun. It is this that does «o 
much damage to the c not the frost only, but tlc 
action of the sun on the frost. It often happens during 
January and equo Ages we have periods of intense 
frost with bright sunshine, and wben the heads incline so 
that the sun can shine on them, then dumage is sure to b« 
done. If the platits range the other way then the woik 
must be done across the rows at the north end. ‘This ix 
always worth doing, as, if a - sharp suap comes, there 
protected plants realise the £ s. d.
